During a revolt of the Yakui Indians in Mexico in the 
early sixties the Indians discovered that wet blankets 
held loosely would stop rifle bullets.

A man is a lunatic in the eye of the law only when he 
is so mad that he cannot hide it from two in lependent 
medical men. Not only must he act like a madman be- 
fore them separately, but he must do it in such a way 
that when they describe his behaviour on paper the 
description must evidently be that of a madman. The 
law not accept doctors’ unsupported eg that a 
man is a lunatic, but they must say why they think so, 
and their certificates must contain actually observed 
facts such as: ‘‘ He says that he made the moon, but 
forgot to take off the tissue paper in which it is now 
wrapped ;” or, “‘ He stands on one leg, saying that he is a 
heron.” If the patient is a pauper, one medical man 
and a magistrate can certify, but the process is much 
the same. A judge can declare, on medical advice, that

When is a Man a Coward ? 


EveRyBopY's BRAVE, BUT THEY DON’T 
KNow It. 

No man, or woman either for that matter, likes to Le 
called a coward, and, in sober truth, very few deserve 
the epithet, that is, all along the line. Of course, there 
is such a thing as “ moral” co , but that is rather 
beyond the pale of this discussion. It ie rather the 
physical, everyday article which it is designed to discuss.

He opined that whether a man can 
fairly called a coward, or even one ssed of weal 
nerves, largely depends upon that in ividual’s trainin 
and surroundings. One who is excessively timorous or 
nervous under certain conditions way, under varying 
ciyveumstances and with more familiar surroundings, 
rove capable of actions which the average man would 
lo his best to avoid, even if he did not actually shrink 
from them. 

For instance “ C,” who, physically, was the best of th: 
trio, candidly acknowled that, of all things, he 
hated being out on a dark night in the country; and 
attributed this weakness to the fact that he was purely 
town bred and trained; and then, brightening up, 
added “at the same time, I should just like to have 
you fellows in a sailing boat or yacht bowliny 
along under a stiff breeze.” 

Both “A” and “B” candidly confessed that that 
would be distinctly out of their element. “B,” born 
and bred in the “land of brown heath and shagvy 
wood” and remotely akin to the chamois or mountain 
sheep in his sureness of foot andeye, could complacently 
walk about in rickety places, bordering on abysmi! 
depths, which Byron wrote of in this fashion : 

You cannot gaze upon’t a minute 

Without an awful wish to plunge within it.

Much, of course, depends on nerves pure and simple, 
and even on the state of the liver, for it is probably in 
everybody's experience that he feels cee more fit 
and capable for things courageous at one time than 
at another, Much more, however, depends on habit an‘l 
training. In the highest forms of physical courage, 
where @ man deliberately places his life in jeopardy, 
familiarity breeds indifference, if not contempt. 

It is, in fact, an extremely risky thing to accuse any- 
body of cowardice, for it frequently happens that the 
veriest coward, under one condition of circumstanc:'s, 
develops into an actual hero in a different sphere. Here 
is a case in point: Two friends, who, to use a Jitil: 
vulgarfem, comprised the long and the short of it, were 
engaged on a little Alpine tour, and, roped together. 
with a guide between, came to a spot where the narrow 
path on the side of a precipice had slipped, or been 
washed away, for two or three feet. 

Mr. Long, who was in front, on the assurance of the

r. Short, with barely half the stride, absolutely refused 
to negotiate, and it was not until the guide picked him 
up under his arm, and strode across with him, that the 
journey could be continued. 

Yet that same Mr. Short, in the editoral sanctum 
makes one of the finest fighting editors (that is, with 
words for weapons) in our experience ; and where is true 
courage needed more? 

In fact, to sum up briefly, courage is the least certain 
quantity in the human character. It crops up in most 
unexpected dqten and is sometimes fous wanting 
where it would be presumed to be most in evidence.
